LONDON, Sept. 26.—Coming to Lon- 
don in charge of 200 English women and 
children, refugees from Berlin, lL.

Mr..Winslow gave a correspondent here 
the story of their adventures, as told 
by Cobb himself. 

“McCutcheon and I,” said Cobb, 
‘* promenaded out to Brusséls on a sun- 
shiny day to inspect a few parcels of 
Belgian real cetate, comprising the field 
of Waterloo. Soon we heard firing, so 
we hurried toward it by a very forced 
march. . The cannonade seemed to elude 
us playfully, and, after walking twelve 
miles, we invested in a horse and wa- 
gon. The wagon wasall right, but the 
horse had :retired from business several 
years before. After he had fallen down 
nonchalahtly three times I had ‘a talk 
with him.. He said McCutcheon, who 
held the reins, didn't know enough about 
driving to drive a-najl, and insisted 
he would go no further until we got an- 
ether: coachman. . 

** We compromised with the noble ani- 
mal by purchasing: two bicycles: which 
had been left in Flanders by the Span- 
ish « invaders .a_ few years before. 
Through’ the kindness: of ‘a Belgian offi- 
cer -we also invested in two passes, 
which he told us were good for any per- 
formance in the Belgian theatre of 
war. The artillery firing which we 
had been pursuing all this time sud- 
denly turned and pursted us, and\a few 
moments later we found ourselves lead- 
ing our slightly spavined bicycles into 
the German Army’s pleasant midst. 

“Several regiments were assigned go 
conduct us.to the Commander in Chief, 
who, with splendid courtesy, assured us 
of. Germany's hospitality, provided we 
did..not. happen to .be shot ‘as spies. in 
the meantime... The latter supposition 
appealed the more forcibly to him when 
he dnspected the passes. given us by the 
Belgian. officer,. for» he remarked that 
that particular variety of pass could be 
carried only by a Belgian spy:  Be- 
sides, he pointed out that our bicycles 
were of a type.handed down from 
father to son among Belgian Bpies.

A New. York banker has received the 
following letter from a friend in. Bor- 


ts | deaux, giving a picture of life there 


now and of conditions in France: 
. Bordeaux, Sept, 10, 1914. 

Dear Mr. : I reached Bordeaux 
on the evening ‘ot the Sth, after a 
‘week's Journey from London., I write 
today only to put you au courant of 
the situation here; As you of course 
know, the whole Government is here. 
We tried to wire you from London be- 
fore the move was made, but did not 
succeed in doing so intelligibly.. The 
two chambers._are installed in theatres, 
and the Ministries in schools and .col- 
leges. All the main Paris. papers are 
issuing here instead of in Paris—the 
Temps in its usual form, and even its 
ustal paper ‘stock, from one of the 
large job print plants. Every avail- 
able bed in tewn is occupied, and then 
some. 


I) managed a pretty, decent room, 
near the Ministry of Finance, and not 
far: from the. Consulate, where I have 
had. my telegrams stamped, It takes 
two days for wires from ‘London. 
There is no land contact with Havre, 
Wires from Paris are sent only by 
mail—like special ‘delivery ietters: 
There are; two trains a day to Parise 
and return, but on all the’ other 
northern. divisions trains run only 
from day to day, and with no regular 
connections or schedules. 

I. was three days getting from St. 
Malo here, and slept the two nights in 
small and filthy inns en route. -I. have 
acquired an active contingent of un- 
naturalized fleas, but otherwise am 
in’ good shape. I got to St. Malo from 
Havre by motor,‘ but had to. leave it 
there as no more petrol Gan be had 
north of Nantés. 

All the British stores at Havre, 
which ‘was their. base, ‘have been 
moved from there to Nantes, which is 
now the British base. Lord Kitchener 
went there a week @ and to Paris, 
and then decided that. Havre was too 
dangerous, ‘the Germans then being 
between Havre and Royen... Where 
they are now.I do not know. . It was 
our friend who took Kitchener. to 
Paris in.one of his motors.

When the farmers. on the very 
fringes: of this city are letting their 
vegetables and fruits rot ungathered 
because it does not pay to haul them 
to town and ‘sell them at present 
wholesale prices, it seems certain that 
there is gross defect in the system of 
distributing provisions. The defect, 
becomes apparent to consumers when 
they see staple: produce in the. public 
markets which have been provided by 
the .energy of Borough President 
MarxKs’s committee sold at half the re- 
tail grocer’s prices: In some way or 
ways the private distributing systems 
are radically at fault. ‘The public mar- 
kets, if they served no further: pur- 
pose; would be justified In that they 
cause the private distributers to take 
thought. Perhaps the dealers will 
finally see their way clear to furnish- 
ing goods for delivery at retail without 
the present duplication and cost of 
handling. 5 
For .one” thing,’ the average block 
could be‘supplied by one purveyor of 
vegetables and’ fruits instead, of by 
four’ or five. In some Western towns 
the cost of deliveries is cut down by 
having: only two a day, made. by a 
contractor who serves all the provis- 
jon stores, That reduces enormously 
the expense of horses, wagons, and 
drivers. If the retail and wholesale 
interests were able to co-operate in 
4 this city on the basis of reducing the 
number of retail ‘supply stations to 
one-fourth their present number and 
of supplying a common delivery sys- 
tem, they need fear little the competi- 
tion of public markets. 
While hard times continue, and while 
hundreds of thousands are without 
employment: in this city, the plea of 
the. middlemen and retailers that the 
consumers continue to support:an ex- 
travagant system of. distribution -will 
not get much attention. The crowds at 
the public markets are increasing 
daily. The small amounts asked by 
President Makxs to protect them from 
the weather should be granted. The 
markets are needed, -and they can 
ultimately bé made ‘self-supporting.

ORDINANCES CODIFIED. 

The heavy chore labors of mankind 
are usually done without assigning 
credit to: those who bear the brunt. of 
them... Even if they demand ‘skilled 
attention and: devotion of a high or- 
der, their necessary character seems 
to rob them of distinction. ._ The Na- 
poleonic codé of laws, brilliant as the 
codification was, ‘would probably have 
passed without special mention’ save 
by the lawyers, were it not for the 
lustre of the conqueror’s name re- 
flected upon it... When’ it comes to 
codifying a mass of civic ordinances, 
even though they affect intimately the 
lives of millions-of people, the temp- 
tation to ignore the very’ substantial 
service done is greater than’ it should 
be. For this reason. we take pleasure 
in obserying that the committee of 
the ‘Board .of Aldermen, headed: by 
Chairman WiLltiAM H. PEenprey, has 


‘compiled such a code for this city, com- 
‘prising over 250,000 words, in volume 


greater than the charter itself. 

Lawyers and laymen alike were 
constantly puzzled by the confused 
provisions of the old code of ordi- 
nances, which has.stood eight years 
unrevised. The present volume, which 
is tobe acted upon during October, 
represents work permanently done in a 
form readily adaptable .to future 
amendments. and . expansions. The 
statute requires the omission of the 
Sanitary Code, the park ordinances, 
and the regulations of the Municipal 
Explosives Commission, while the Build- 
ing Code is not included because it is 
soon to. be superseded, But in all 
other respects this city’s ordinances 
have. been made clear to the public, to 
the executive authorities, and to the 
courts. The result must be apprecia- 
ble toward the better government of 
Greater New York. The new code 
will be the Visible sign of the énhanced 
dignity of the lower chamber in this 
city’s legislature, which is one of the 
chief lawmaking bodies of the coun- 
try.

(L. e., Great Britain,) would engage to remain 
neutral," and that he ‘suggested "© that 
the integrity of France and her colonies might 
be guaranteed. 

To this let me reply, first, that the German 
Ambassador’s ‘inquiries and suggestion were 
Only of value in so far as there was-reason tod 
believe that the authority, actual or pre- 
sumptive, of. his Government. was. behind 
them. Was that the case? The truth: is 
that the German Government had already 
categorically refused (July 29, Dispatch No. 
85) to give any promise to abstain from 
appropriating French colonies in the event 
of the intended war with France succeeding, 
and as to Belgtum, had given our Ambassa- 
dor very clearly to understand ‘that it was 
part of the German plan of campaign to enter 
France through that ‘country, in spite of the 
fact that Germany, equally with France and 
ourselves, was pledged to defend its neutral- 
ity. .“‘ It depended upon the action of France 
what operations Germany might be forced to 
enter upon in Belgium, but when the war was 
over Belgian integrity would be respected if 
she had not sided against Germany.” So 
spoke the German Chancellor to our Ambas- 
sador on July 29. Two days later (July 31, 
Dispatch No, 122) the German Government 
again declined to give any undertaking Te- 
garding Belgium. 

In view of this attitude and in the light 
of the later ‘formal refusal of the Berlin 
Government to respect Belgium’s neutrality, 
though France had loyally undertaken to 
keep faith in the matter, “the “ suggestion ”’ 
made to Sir Edward Grey by Germany's Am- 
bassador fn London altogether lacked sub- 
stance and reality, and Sir. Edward Grey 
knew it, As the event proved, German troops 
had elready invaded: Belgium when qur Am- 
bassador in Berlin, ignorant of the fatal step 
taken, called on the German Foreign Secre- 
tary on Aug. 4 to make one final and urgent 
appeal that Germany. would stay her hand 
and honor her own treaty pledge—sacred: and 
solemn for others, but for Germany, as her 
Chaneceljor. cynically said, only ‘words ” 
and “‘a plece of paper.’ 

T can only ask for a little space fn which 
te comment upon this correspondent’s second 
Statemeft, that ‘‘ Germany. had no. desire 
now, (Aug, 1,) ff ever, for war with Great 
Britain.”’ ‘That is a short text upon which a 
long sermon, and many long, sermons, might 
be pteached.. For myself, I am profoundly 
convinced, as the vast majority of English 
people are convinced, that .even.had Great 
Britain violated her sacred oath to gain 
Germany’s approbation—and incidentally to 
serve.Germany’s aggressive ends—and agreed 
to stand by, passive and silent, while Ger- 
many and France tossed up for the posses- 
sion.of the Uttle buffer State, our immunity. 
from war would not have been of long dura- 
tion. A victorious Germany would have fm- 
posed her. own terms—and they would have 
been cruel terms—upon our present allies, and 
any attempts on our part té exert a modéfat- 
ing influence would have been resented and 
made a pretext for war. The obsession of 
German militarism, the ‘vast literature in 
which its poisonous doctrines are taught, the 
activities of the Pan-Germans, the large 
mavy party, and the Imperial Navy League 
have for years afforded a catena of irresist- 
ible evidence pointing to Germany’s ‘violent 
designs: against Great Britain and the British 
Empire, and this evidence even the most 

Peace-loving and complacent friends of Ger- 
many among us have no longer been able 
to ignore.

The eyes of the world, how- 
ever; are -on Belgium. because 


the Belgians have fought hard . 


and gallantly for all that makes 
life best worth having to. hon- 
orable men. and women: In 
consequence, Belgiun: has been 
trampled under foot.. At this 
moment not only her men, but 


her women and children, are 


enduring misery so dreadful 
that it is hard for, us who live 
at peace to visualize it to our- 
selves. 

The fate of Luxemburg and 
of Belgium offers: an instruct- 
ive commentary on.the folly of 
the well-meaning ‘people who 
a few years ago insisted that.

It is evident that as 
things are now, all-inclusive ar- 
bitration treaties, neutrality 
treaties of alliance 
and the like do not serve one 
particle of good in protecting a 
peaceful ‘nation when some 
great military power deems its 
vital neéds at stake, unless the 
rights of. this peaceful nation 
are backed by force, 

“Pie devastation of Belgien’ 
the burning of Louvain, the-. 


“holding of Brussels to heavy. 


ransom, the killing of women 
and children, the’ wrecking of 
houses in Antwerp by bombs 
from airships have excited gen-’ 
wine sympathy among neutral 
nations, but no neutral nation 
has protested, and it would be 
worse. than -useless to protest 
unless back of ‘the protest. lay ’ 
force. ; 
Let. our’ people remember 
that what has been done to 
Belgium would. unquestionably 
be done to us by any great mil- 
itary power with which we 
were drawn into war, no mat- 
ter how just our cause. More- 
over, it would be done without 
any. more protest on the part 


_of neutral nations than we have 


ourselves made in the case of 
Belgium. 

Tf, as an aftermath of this 
war, some great Old World: 
power or combination of pow- 
ers made war én us because we 
objected to their taking and. 
fortifying Magdalena Bay or 
St. Thomas; our chance of se- 
curing justice. would rest ‘ex- 
clusively on the efficiency. of 
our fleet and army, especially 
the fléet. - 


The Price to Pay.

gee a firm. belief in victory,. an: un- 
bending will to win victory. 

What is'tt that gives us this calm, 
this confidence, this joyfulness in the 
midst of tremendous dangers? 

First of all jit 4s the rock-bound 
faith in the ¢fficiency of our Govern- 
mental institutions, in‘the marvelous 
o6-operation of all powers, ‘in the 
scope. and thoroughness of every 
branch of management and prepara- 
tion. But there is something. else, 
something that fortifies and inspires 


every effort: the belief in the right- 


eousness of our cause, a belief as 
strong as a rock. Such a belief is a 
wonderful thirig, something that can- 
not be. artificially created; it .ema-

“Real Heroism. 


Nothing is greater in human life 
than the sight of a mation e¢losing 
ranks to protect ‘its holiest posses 
sions, fighting. a world of foes with 
the conviction that its cause is just.

Righty per cent. dynantite, declared 
by experts the. strongest dynamite 
known, has only half the power of 
trotol-gelatin.:.
